A  Thrilling  Tale. 

At  a  certain  church  meeting  in  a  neigh 
boring  State,  the  question  came  up  where 
the  line  should  l*e  drawn  as  to  female 
apparel.  Tin  minister’s  wife,  it  seems, 
had  been  seen  in  a  black  silk  dress  and 
some  of  his  parishoners  thought  that  she 
was  setting  an  example  of  awful  extrava 
gance.  After  a  pretty  full  discussion  of 
the  question,  however,  the  general  opinion 
seemed  to  be  that  the  female  members  of 
the  congregation  should  be  allowed  to 
dress  as  they  thought  fit ;  and  the  ques 
tion  was  about  to  lx?  put — “  Resolved,  that 
the  female  meml>ers  of  this  congregation 
be  allowed  to  dress  as  they  please,  but 
that  the  church  views  with  tlisfavor  any 
extravagant  or  immoderate  dressing,” 
when  there  arose  from  one  corner  of  the 
church  a  miserable  man,  whose  tattered 
breeches  and  rimless  hat  sjxike  his  pov¬ 
erty,  and  his  haggard  face  and  labored 
breathing  told  of  approaching  death.  He 
stretched  his  bent  form  to  its  utmost 
height,  and  raising  his  thin  right  arm 
above  his  head,  so  as  to  produce 'an  im¬ 
pression  of  even  greater  height  and  thin¬ 
ness,  he  stood  for  a  minute  without 
speech.  The  impressive  silence  lasted 
for  a  moment,  and  then  was  broken  by 
the  cracked  and  wheezy  voice  of  the  old 
man,  raised  to  its  highest  pitch,  as  he 
cried:  “  Stop,  hear  me!  all  that  has  been 
said  about  moderate  dressing  being  the 
parent  of  extravagance  is  true ;  all  prac¬ 
tice,  all  experience  teaches  that,  all  wearing 
of  silks  and  satins,  except,  perhaps,  oiled 
silk,  is  excess.  Look  upon  me ;  you  all  know 
me  or  did  once*  ;I  had  the  best  farm  in  the 
country ;  I  liaj  a  beautiful  anb  devoted  wife 
and  four  charming  girls ;  where  are  they 
now  fall  gone,  dead  or  worse,  everyone  of 
them  ruined  by  extravagant  dress;  they 
were  all  taught  to  believe  that  becoming 
dressing  was  safe,  until  the  desire  for  fine 
clothes,  a  little  finer  than  their  neighbors, 
became  a  passion  with  them.”  Then  point¬ 
ed  to  your  wife  and  to  yours  and  to  your 
girls  (pointinsr  his  bony  fingrnr  at  Hip  min 
ister,  the  deacon  and  the  dry-goods  deal¬ 
er,  a  prominent  churchman)  and  said: 
“Surely,  we  ought  to  dress  as  well  as 
they  do ;  I  saw  the  fatal  spell  creeping 
over  them ;  I  argued,  begged  and  prayed 
them  not  to  overwhelm  me  with  ruin  to 
satisfy  their  extravagant  tastes,  but  all  to 
no  purpose.  The -example  set  by  your 
wives  was  more  thap  a  match  for  my  log¬ 
ic;  your  teaching  outweighed  mine;  the 
minister  said  he  could  see  no  harm  in 
his  wife’s  wearing  black  silk,  the  dry¬ 
goods  dealer  let*  his  daughters  ch  ess  in 
the  height  of  fashion  and  took  my  farm 
to  pay  the  debts  of  my  extravagant  wife 
and  girls.  You  see  me  now,  probably, 
for  the  last  time;  my  end  is  drawing 
near;  I  have  come  from  my  only  home, 
the  poorhouse,  to  adjure  you  all  to  wear 
the  cheapest  clothes,  that  the  temptation 
to  outdo  you  may  be  withdrawn,  and  the 
untold  miseries  caused  by  extravagance 
among  women  may  be  done  away.”

The  gulden  day*  have  ootne  again,  and  Sara¬ 
toga  »  luxuriating  in  halny  akiw  and  daligbt- 
ful  vrratber.  There  if  a  tonic  in  the  t air. 
which  haa  a  (mart  exhilarating  effect  upon  the 
system,  and  which  u  certain  to  be  beneffcial  to 
thoee  who  remain  here  daring  the  plniMUit 
month  of  September.  In  despite  of  the  latt- 
neea  of  the  season,  Saratoga  is  crowded^  ami 
likely  to  continue  so  until  October,  the  two 
great  political  conventions  meeting  here  during 
the  latter  part  of  this  month. 

This  week  the  Social  Science  Convention  will 
meet  in  Putnam  Hall,  opening  the  evening  with 
an  address  by  the  President,  Hon.  John  Eaton 
of  Washington.  Wise-k>4ing  men  and  Women 
are  gatherihg  in  force  today  from  all  parts  of 
the  country  to  attend  this  convention^ hieh 
seems  to  tbe  a  kind  of  annual  picnic  for  all 
kinds  of  reformers,  at  which  they  may  venti¬ 
late  their  peculiar  hobbies  to  their  own  mutual 
edification,  and  without  doing  much  damagi 
good  to  their  neighbors,  since  this  wicked  old 
world  seems  to  wag  on  jest  about  the  «tn 
ever,  in  despite  of  the  social  scientists,  who  are 
as  full  of  theories  and  isrj  as  the  sew  is  of 
water.  Most  of  the  wiseacres  among  tki< 
eutists  come  from  •  Boston  and  its  vicinity, 
while  here  and  thfere  a  Congressman  from  the 
far  west  or  some  other  locality,  who  is  pamessed 
with  the  wild  idea  of  re-organizing  Congress 
altogether,  and  making  it  the  eminently  re- 
ipectable  "body  it  should  be,  mingles  with  the 
reformers  in  search  of  new  ideas  which  may 
help  to  ventilate  his  own  peculiar  theories.  It 
cannot  be  denied  that  this  is  a  world  of  illnsii  >ns, 
and  some  of  the  most  charmingly  illusive  dreams 
of  the  summer  are  the  varioha  conventions 
which  meet  every  year  in  Saratoga  with  the 
pronounced  intention  of  performing  greet  won¬ 
ders,  which,  however,  never  take  place.  The 
lawyers  meet  here  every  year,  have  a  goad  time, 
drink  plenty  of  spring  water,  or  something 
stronger,  wind  up  with  »  grand  banquet  after 
their  arduous  labors  in  the  way  of  making 
legal  speeches,  and  reading  long-winded  papers 
which  are  intended  to  elucidate  knotty  points  of 
the  law,  and  yet  the  law  goes  jogging  along  year 
after  year  in  the  same  old  cumberous  way 
while  lawyers  put  big  fees  in  their  pockets,  and 
their  clients  cry'  vainly  for  justice  in  the. courts, 
if  they  are  lucky  enough  to  outlive  the  delays  of 
a  lawsuit.  The  lawyers  make  a  great  hue  and 
cry  about  necessary  reforms  in  the  law,  but  the 
wily  creatures  know  all  the  time  that  simplify¬ 
ing  the  law  would  mean  smaller .  fees,  and  so 
they  go  on  helping  to  muddle  the  law,  which  is 
all  x  muddle  anyway,  so  that  a  man  may  be 
married  in  one  state,  divorced  in  another,  and 
die  in  a  third,  without  knowing  whether  he  is 
really  married,  or  divorced,  or  who  wiU  be  his 
legitimate  heirs,  and  so  on  till  the  end  of  the 
legal  chapter. 

This  whole  week  in  Saratoga  will  be  token  up 
witn  morning  ami  eveL^,'>ueetIugs  of  the  Blue 
Lights,  and  we  shall  t^Ve  an  avalanche  of  wis¬ 
dom,  enough  to  settle  our  heads  after  the  giddy 
reign  of  the  fashionable  season.  Whether  any 
thing  iB  to  come  of  it  remain^  to  be  seen.  It  is 
only  the  politicians  who  really  work  wonders 
when  they  put  their  heads  together  and  bring 
about  decided  results  after  thieir  arduous  labors. 
Many  of  them  are  on  the  ground  already,  mak¬ 
ing  ready  for  the  convention  and  keeping  the 
telegraph  wires  busy  with  sundry  secret  messa¬ 
ges  to  political  aspirants,  who  “  positively  de¬ 
cline”  to  run,  but  who  are  still  quite  ready  to  be 
compelled"  to  ,’acoept  gubernatorial  honors.
